O AKLAND,  California,  June  28.— With  more  than  two-thirds 
of  the  2.400  rrriJes  of  its  night  from  the  mainland  to  Hawaii 
behind  it.  the  six-ton  Army  Kotker  plane  tonight  was  still 
winging  its  ^ay  westward.

the  three  Pralrte  Provinces  per  capita  is 
substantially  in  excess  of  the  per  cap- 
ita wealth  of  any  of  the  other  six.  not 
Fxceptlng  the  great  Industrial  Prov- 
inces of  Ontario  and  Quebec.  The  sU- 
tistics  give  no  indication  of  the  virtual 
Immunity  which  the  agragtan  class  en- 
joys in  the  matter  of  income  tax.  It 
has  been  computed,  however,  that  in  all 

the  Provinces  during  192f)-1926  only 
3.563  agranam  paid  the  tax.  and  the 
aggregate  paid  by  them  was  only  $378- 
449  51.  Thl.s  return  The  Oazctte  re- 
gards si&  quite  sufficient  to  condemn 
the  Iheome  tax  ayetem.  Hie  Prairie 

Provinces  are  pcoeperou,-  They  adver- 
.Use  their  prosperity  and  legitimately 
so;  yet  it  is  estimated  that  the  farmers 
Ol  tlie  three  Provinces  pay  about  two 
per  cent  of  the  national  income  tax 
revenue,  while  the  amount  collected 
from  the  apricultural  population  of 
Ontario  and  Quebec  is  quite  negligible. 
The  farmer  likes  the  Incone  tax.  but 
The  Oaaette  says  that  his  partiality 
"lb  one  of  the  strongest  grounds  of 
uritlelsm  that  is  against  the  tax."

By  ttMlM^earsI  time,  this  forest, 

like  many  nihr-   forests  of  England, 
had  become  divided  and  much  reduced 
In  slae.   Only  one-fourth  of  the  land 
of  P:nKland  was  then  being  cultivated, 
and  there  were  still  eighty-six  forests, 
though  some  of  theee  were  Mttle  more 
than  moorland     .Shakespeare  u;-,  a  boy 
must  have  played  with  other  boys  In 
the  MIMiL  JMt  U  AnlSB.  He 
lays  the  scene  Of  "As  You  Uke  If  In 
the  forest,  and  as  the  characters  are 
Ftentfi.  many  erltles  have  thought  that 
the  place  inter, dr-.t  wa.v  really  the  Poreat 
of  Ardennes  in  ^Yench  Flanders.  The 
play  is  a  dramatic  adaptation  of  an 
old  pastoral  romance  which  was.  It  i.s 
true,  laid  in  the  Forest  of  Ardennes 
but  Rhaheepeare  gave  Ms  made  touch 
to  the  old  story,  and  transformed  the 
Flemish  background  into  the  beautiful 
ttfUah  woodkad  of  Arden.  near  his 
own  Stratford  home    it  is  evident  from 
his  descriptions  and  from  his  referepoes 
to  RoMb  Rood  that  It  was  the  scene 
of  his  happy  boyhood  that  he  had  in 
mind.  There  in  the  gnglijfh  Arden  he 
had  found: 

"Tongues  in  trees,  books  in  the  nan- 
rung  brooks. 

Sermons  in  stones,  and  good  hi  every- 
thing " 

"1  would  not  change  It,"  he  makes 
the  Duke  say:  bat  we  knojv  that  it  was 
William  Shakespeare  rxprcMing  his 
own  feelings.  The  play  is  fuU  of  the 
thiflis  he  had  keen  in  this  foreet  of  his 
boyhood  He  cannot  but  TCoAmber 
something  that  happened: 

"Under  aa  oak  whoee  antique  root 

peeps  nu; 

Upon  the  brook  that  brawls  along 
this  wood." 

As  he  thinks  of  the  sylvan  scenes  of 
his  youth  he  bursU  into  the  Joyous 
song: 

Under  (he  greenwood  tree 

Who  loves  to  Ue  with  me. 

And  turn  his  merry  note 

Unto  t)ir  svieei  bird's  throat. 
Come  hither,  come  hither,  ogne  hither: 

Here  shaU  he  see 

No  enemy 
But  Winter  and  rough  weather. 

There  Is  little  enougt^  of  the  forest 
left  no..  ,ind  it  would  have  been  a 
thousand  pities  if  this  small  remnant 
of  It  had  been  given  over  to  the  builder, 
to  be  lost  tod  forKotien  In  a  sea  of 
bricks  and  mortar.  The  part  saved  is 
kn»wil  as  Swithland  Woods.  The 
woods  were  lately  purchased  for 
125,000,  largely  by  the  efforta  of  the 
Leleeeter  notary  Club.
